It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Based on the proposed claims received by fax from applicants' 
attorney, the examiner remarked that the applied art appears to have been overcome in view of the narrowing at R2/R3 
and/or at R1 . The scope of various moieties such as "alkyl", "cycloalkyl" needs to be clarified since specification 
includes substituents on said moieties so if "unsubstituted" really intended this should modify various groups. Also 
pointed out were dependent claims 3 and 10. For 3 "aminoalkyl" is outside the scope of claim 1 . It appears that 
"alkylamino" was really applicants' intent. For claim 10 the last 3 choices are also outside claim 1 since these represent 
cycloalkylalkyl moieties. Claims 16 and 17 as amended would still be rejected under 35 USC 112, par.two. Test 
conditions are not fully described and thus actual scope could be subject to much variation. It was also mentioned that 
"piperidino" as "V be drawn out showing the "N" as attached to the sulfonyl consistent with original disclosure. In a 
later phone call the examiner left a message pointing to "Y" as N(alkyl) as being newly added and possibly new matter 
unless specification can provide for descriptive support. The 112 problems pointed out above may also be applicable to 
claims dependent on 56. 
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
